Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: A teleconference was made to discuss about the limitations recited 
in independent claim 1 with respect to the teachings of the cited reference to Nigaki et al. (US Pat. 5,982,094), 
specifically to Fig. 7 thereof. In regard to the limitation "a secondary electron emitting layer which is made of diamond 
or a material containing diamond as a main component, and of which one surface is the surface of incidence for 
making the primary incident thereon, and the other surface is the surface of emission for emitting the secondary 
electrons", Mr. Fournier stated that no primary electron(s) is (are) emitted and that only one set of secondary electrons 
is emitted within the enclosure [20]. The Examiner, in his opposite opinion, stated that the primary electrons are 
formed by the indidence of light (photons) at an outer surface of the photocathode layer [30] ("outer" with respect to the 
sides of the enclosure [30] shown in Fig. 7), and that the secondary electrons are formed within the enclosure [20]. In 
regard to the limitation "a voltage applying means for applying ...to form an electric field in the secondary electron 
emitting layer", Mr. Fournier stated that Fig. 7 of the cited reference to Nigaki et al. does not show a predetermined 
voltage between the surfaces of the incidence and the emission of the secondary electron emitting layer [30], and that 
a voltage is applied between the cathode [30] and the anode [40], while Fig. 1 of the claimed invention does not have 
such an anode . The Examiner, in his opposite opinion, stated that Nigaki et al. teaches a predetermined voltage 
(which is a positive voltage; col. 7, lines 17-20) between the surfaces of the incidence and the emission of the 
secondary electron emitting layer with a note that the emission of the secondary electrons is made by the positive 
voltage applied between the photocathode layer [30] and an anode layer [40]). The discussion took place in a 
cooperative manner but no agreement was reached .
